Free child care will be provided by the Mary Rigg Neighborhood Center from 5 p.m. to 
6:30 p.m. for families with children.  
 
The Southwest Indianapolis Air Toxics Study measured air toxics levels in Southwest 
Indianapolis from 2006 to 2008. The data was analyzed and computer models were 
used to understand the impact of air toxics on human health throughout the study area.
